In the Legend 
of the “ White-Deor Grotto,” reference is 
made to jade-stone, Chu-fu-tz, who was 
‘deeply engaged on the ‘Doctrine of the 
Mean,” found that he hada hard task before 
him. A gitl brought him a jewel (jade- 
stone), and told him to put it in his mouth. 
This jado pussessed the property of confer- 
ring; she said, ability to comprehend difficult 
passages and enabled the holder to givo freer 
expression ‘to his thoughts ; further, that it 
would give him power of doing a great 
amount of work without suffering corrce- 
ponding fatigue, and that his mind would be 
divested of all cares and hig ideas would flow 
with remarkable brilliancy. Thelegend goes 
on to state thut the philosopher put the 
stone in his mouth and rapidly accomplished 
the taak ho had undertaken.

afloat, have extended far and wide in all 
directions, causing xot-a little exitement in 
the minds of the country people. It is 
believed by many: thatthe recall of H.E, 
Tso from his succeases:on the frontier was 
for the special purpose of expelling the 
intruders from beyond the sea. Ho is said 
to hive dropped the remark that the re- 
presentatives of foreign Governments were 
treated with too great consideration ; that 
they should be compelled to visit the Yamén 
‘in’ carts, “and ‘not allowed. to go in chairs. 
This was‘ a good~handle for the ocvil- 
disposed ; and. they have: not failed to:use 
it. - ; 

In regard to the object. of the Govern- 
ment in-recalling General Tso, the opinions 
of those best informed differ. It has been 
suggested that the policy .of the central 
Government is to call in all the moat 
influential of its public servants, who aro 
feared for the. power and influence they 
exercise ; and while availing of their wisdom 
in the management of affairs ‘and adding. 
to their honorary - dignity, at the. same 
time to decrease their actual-irifluence and 
render them_ powerless for evil. Hence o 
feur is entertained that, H.E. Li may not 
Jong be left in the place ho so well fills at 
the present time. 

The adverse ‘feelings and the animnad- 
versions of General Tso against foreignirs 
are well known. These, together with 
his frequent censures of the Government, 
ave given rise to the opinion that 
he hus been invited to the capital that 
an opportunity may be given him to 
display his talent and skill in dealing with 
those he so heartily dislikes, and-in solving 
the difficult “questions constantly arising 
out of the relation of China to foreign 
Powers ; the real object being to teach him 
a lesson by the new experiences he will 
gain of the impossibility. of doing that 
which he would most of all like to do. 
If this be 0, he will doubtless seek more 
congenial labours.where he ja undér Jess 
constraint at the earliest possible moment.”
